On the 6th August, 1990 at about 1030 hours an informa¬ 
tion received that in a house at Sanatnagar, Srinagar some 
hard core militants of outlawed JKLP group including its 
Chief and Deputy Chief and number of Area Commanders 
were holding a meeting to plan subversive and disruptive 
activities in the VaUey.

Statement of ser\ ices for which die decoration has been 
awarded 

On getting information on the evening of the 25th April. 
1987 that 2 dacoits were taking shelter at I osami Village, 
the Snpdt. of Police organised a Police party under the 
leadership of Shii T. Orenthung Lotha, Deputy Supdt. of 
Police, including Shri Kezhienyi Khalo, Sub-Inspector and 
Shri Ziitazu Chakbesang, Havildar. This party surrounded 
the I.osami Village bv 02)0 hours on 26th April, 1987. At 
about 0400 hours one of the suspected house, where the 
dacoits were taking shelter, was rounded up and was about 
to be searched but suddenly the criminals opened fire at the 
police party from the upstair of a house.

On the 21st luly, 1988 Shii Rajan Balkrishna Katdare, 
Sub-fnspectoi of Police got information that a dreaded 
criminal Rama Naik as likely to visit the hair cuting saloon 
at Aliir Park, Sion-Tiombay Road, Chembur in a chocolate 
coloured Maruti Car. Shri Katdarc alongwith one Head 
Constable/Driver and a Constable rushed to Chembur and 
kept watch for the criminal across the stress opposite the 
saloon. At about 1230 hours a chocolate coloured Maruti 
car was noticed entering the compound of Atur Park. Shri 
Kafdaic directed the cn'minal to surrender. Oiminal Naik, 
instead of surrendering drove the car ahead and after cover¬ 
ing some distance he got out of the car and fired one round 
from his revolver towaids Shri katdare and the policemen. 
Shri Katdarc instantly fired at the criminal and one of the 
bullets hit the criminal and he ran towards a building inside 
the Atur Park.
